2. A pupil is PHYSICALLY HANDICAPPED If he has an 
orthopedic or pthoi: health impairing problem which a li- 
censed physician in his diagnosis finds to bo a serious im*> 
pairment of the child's toconr|otion or motor functions lead- 
ing to an inability to function In tha regular school program 
or a need for greater protection than the regular school • <> 
program provides. 

3. A VISMALLY HANDICAPPED pupil is one who is either 
(a) BLIND: his visual loss is so severe that for educational 
purposes vision cannot be used as a major channel of learn- 
ing; or his visual acuity is 20/200 or less in the bett§r eye 
after correction, or his peripheral field is so contracted 
that the widest diameter of such Held subtends an angular 
distance no greater than 20 degrees; or who is (b) PARTI- 
ALLY SEEING: his vision deviates from the normal to §uch 
an extent that, in the combined opinion of a qualified ed- 
ucator and cither physician or Optometrist, he c'^an benefit 
from the speqial education facilities provided partially see- 
ing pupils; or his visual acuity is 20/70or less In the better 
eye after corrosion, and he is able to us^ vision as the 
principal means of education.

school experlen^ce,* as manifested by an inability to develop 
socially and emotionally, and learn at the same rate as his . 
classmate^«and Who requires the provision of special ed- 
ucation services designed to promote his educational, social 
^nd emotional groWth and development. This <iefinltlon does 
not include all children with problems, nor students whose 
problems are primarily mental retardation, a temporary 
emotional disturbance due to some identifable external 
crisis situation, a condition which reqiiired residential 
hospital treatment, severe physical o)- sensory handicaps, 
and ordinary classroom behavior problems or social prob- 
len^s §uch as delinquency and drug abuse. 
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6. A NEUROLOGICALLY IMPAIRED/LEARNING DISABLED 
pupil exhibits severe specific defects in perceptual, integ- 
rative or txpressive processes which severely impair 
learning efficiency. Neurological impairments/learning dis- 
abilities include conditions which have been referred to 
as perceptual handicaps, brain injury, minimal brain dys- 
function^ dyslexia and developmental apliasia and may be 
manifested in disorders of listening* thinking, talking, read-\ 
ing, writing, spelling or arithmetic. They do not include 
learning problems^whlch are due primarily to visual, hear- 
ing, or motor handicaps, to mental retardation, emotional^ 
disturbance, or td environmental disadvantages. Neurol og- 

, ically impaired/learning disabjed chitdrenshati bethosl^vl^ 
are chronic, failures in the regular classroom setting and 
are seriously deficient in educational skills. 

7. A COMMUNICATION HANDICAPPED pupil may suffer 
fr^m disorders of articulation (all the speech deviations 

, bas^d primarily on incorrect production of speech sounds, 
may they result from organic conditions or be non-organ- 
ic, or functional in nature. A person who omits sounds in 
words, substitutes one ^ound for another^ in words, and/or 
distorts speech sounds within a word, exhibits an articula- 
tion problem), fluency disorders (stuttering or an abnormal 
rate of speech), voice disorders (like those of pitch, 
loudness and quality), and language disorders (difficulties 
experienced in the use and/or comprehension of linguistic 
symbols). 

8. The general rate of mental development of the EDUC ABLE 
MENTALLY RETARDED pupil is app rjox i mate 1 1^ two- thirds 
that of a jsupil of average intellrgeace: he wilt usually earn 
an I.Q. of 60-75 on the Stanford-Binet Intelligence Scale. In 
terms of academic outcomes he has the capability of be- 
coming functionally litel-ate, and for a Vocation of partici- 
pating successfully In the competive work market without 
requiring Intensive and constant supervision. 

9. Approximately three out of every 1,000 school age pupils 
are TRAINABLE MENTALLY RETARDED: they will usually 
earn an t.O. of 35-60 on the Stanford-Binet. They have a 
jevel of intellectual functioning which precludes an ability 
to become literate, yet, they can maintain » level of lang- 
uage proficiency and self-care to function Semi -Independ- 
ently in society. Most of them ultimately function in a 
sheltered or supervised work environment requiring little ' 
decision-making or divirslflcation. 

10. The general capability of mental development of the 
SEVERELY-PROFOUNDLY RETARDED pupil is that he can* 
learn to communicate, can learn elennentaJ health habits, 
and can profit from systematic habit training. He will 
usually earn an 1.0. of below 35 onthe Stanford^^inet. Some • 
of these children can possibly hold down a closely super- 
vised position in a sheltered work environmertt while others 
may' not do so, but can develop limited speech and motor 
skills.
